Cancellation of claims 1-3 in Paper No. 06 is acknowledged. 



Drawings 



2. The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of drawings, filed 
on 6-4-2003 have been approved. A proper drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The correction to 
the drawings will not be held in abeyance.

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. In

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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claim 7, line 2, the limitation of "a projection" is disclosed. There is no subject matter in the 
specification defining "a projection". 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The claim states that the "distal end portion" has "a projection" extending 
downwardly. It is assumed by the Examiner that the "projection" is "a directly contact portion 
(2d)" as described on page 8 of the specification and shown in figure 4. The claim is indefinite 
because the limitations describes the "projection" as part of the distal end, then states that the 
distal end does not contact the roll paper. However, it is believed that if the projection is part of 
the distal end, and the projection is touching the roll paper, then the distal end is touching the roll 
paper. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ross 
(405,121) in view of LaCount et al (6,390,410), hereafter LaCount. Ross discloses roll paper 
retainer in figure 1; back plate B; holding members A; supporting members C; roll paper D; 
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guide portions E; holding plate F; rear plate f ; upper plate juxtaposed between rear plate f and 
distal end f; distal end f; line between supporting members C is defined by the space between the 
supporting members C; distal end f is the forward most portion of the upper plate, which is 
beveled downwardly and does not contact the paper roll as shown in figure 6; guide portions E 
are formed on the inner surfaces of holding members A as shown in figure 2. It is noted that 
"forwardly" is a relative term denoting a change from one position to another, but not denoting 
the direction of the change in position. "Vertically" is defined as being located at right angles to 
the plane of a supporting surface. It is further noted that the definition of "adjacent" is not 
distant. Adjacent is a very broad term, and it is suggested by the Examiner that the applicant use 
"juxtapose" to define the location of features relative to each other. 

Ross does not disclose supporting members that rotate and does not disclose pawl 
portions. However, LaCount teaches supporting members that rotate 28, 36, 38 and teaches pawl 
portions 42, 48, 52. It would have been obvious to provide supporting members that rotate and 
pawl portions in Ross as taught by LaCount in order to support a paper towel roll having a core 
with open ends. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
